Cheyenne, Wyo:, Sept. 16.—Gov- 


ernor Bdchards has 'been, inf ormed by 
telephone from Grand Encampmen 
that for Inany miles along the Wy- 
oming-Colorado line north of Pearl 
Col., a furious forest fire is raging; 
devastating everything in its path 
Every effort to subdue the flames 'has 
been exhausted without effect. Gov- 
ernor Richards immediately com- 
municated with Governor Orman, of 
Colorado, and arranged for both to 
send a telegram to the secretary of 
the interior asking for aid. 


According to the latest reports 


there are at least eighteen serious 
forest fires burning in Wyoming, to 
say nothing of numerous smalle: 
fires in southern Albany county tha 
are destroying great swamps of fin 
pine timber in tfce Medicine Bow 
range and threatening1 mining build 
ings. 
Although a hundred miles 


away from Cheyenne, the smoke from 
these fires obscures the sky here 
tne odor of burning wood is plainly 
noticeable.
